WHAT NOW WAS PURPOSE OF INSPECTION OF INCOMING VESSELS BY 
TCRC AND FOR WHAT PERIOD. WHAT WOULD RELATIONS BE BETWEEN 
ICRC AND UN? WHAT SHIPS WOULD BE UTILIZED BY INSPECTORS AND 
WHAT FLAG WOULD SHIPS FLY? 

SYG RESPONDED THAT ICRC HAD SET NUMBER CONDITIONS UPON THEIR 
WILLINGNESS TO PROCEED. FIRST WAS THAT THREE PARTIES 
CONCERNED MUST CONSENT TO ARRANGEMENTS. US AND USSR HAD 
AGREED. HE STILL AWAITED CUBAN CONSENT. SECOND CONDITION 
WAS THAT ICRC WANTED TO OPERATE UNDER STRICT SET OF RULES IN 
VIEW OF UNUSUAL DEPARTURE FROM THEIR NORMAL PRACTICES AS 
FOLLOWS? s 

CI) ICRC WOULD ONLY RECRUIT PERSONNEL FOR OPERATION.

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UNDERSTOOD WAS ALSO OUR VIEW AND PROBABLY RUSSIAN VIEW THAT 
RED CROSS WOULD ASSUME SUBSTANTIALLY GREATER RESPONSIBI- 
LITIES.) 

SYG THEN MADE APPEAL TO USSR TO AGREE THAT UN WOULD TAXE 
COMPLETE CONTROL OF INSPECTION MACHINERY, PUT ITS OWN MEN 
ON SHIPS AND ELIMINATE RED CROSS ENTIRELY. HE INDICATED HE 
WAS READY TO START THIS PROCEDURE IMMEDIATELY IF USSR, 
US AND CUBA AGREED* HE SAID UN HAD NECESSARY PERSONNEL ON 
HAND. RIKHYE INDICATED SOV REPS GAVE NO REACTION TO THIS 
PROPOSAL BUT SAID THEY WOULD FORWARD IT TO THEIR GOVT. 

S\G THEN SUMMARIZED TO RUSSIANS HIS UNDERSTANDING OF STATUS OF 
NEGOTS BETWEEN US AND USSR, EMPHASIZING PARTICULARLY ITEMS 
ON WHICH THERE WAS STILL DISAGREEMENT. HE THEN SAID HE HAD 
PROPOSAL TO MAKE WITH RESPECT TO ONE OF THESE PROBLEMS, 
NAMELY THAT OF ON THE GROUND INSPECTION IN CUBA, ON WHICH 
?a5XIE5,s SEEMED VERY FAR APAgT. HE TOLD RUSSIANS THAT HE WAS 
GOING TO MAKfi NEW PROPOSAL TO CASTRO TODAY WHICH CONTAINED 
FORMULATION TO REPLACE ARRANGEMENTS FOR ON THE SPOT. 
INSPECTION WHICH HAD BEEN AGREED TO BY US AND USSR. HE . 
WANTED HIS INITIATIVE IN THIS MATTER TO BE KEPT STRICTLY 
CONF BUT EXPECTED REPS TO INFORM THEIR GOVTS. HE DID NOT 
INFORM THEM OF CONTENTS OF FORMULATION. 

NOYES ASKED RIKHYE WHETHER HE COULD SAY ANYTHING MORE ABOUT 
FORMULATION. . RIKHYE SAID HE COULD NOT FOR HE DID NOT KNOW 
HIMSELF. HE INDICATED THAT HE THOUGHT CUBANS, WHO WERE 
NOW MTG WITH SYG, WOULD INFORM RUSSIANS IMMEDIATELY AND 
UNDERSTOOD THAT THIS PLACED US AT SOME DISADVANTAGE. HE 
REQUESTED WE NOT INFORM KUZNETSOV THAT WE HAD RECEIVED ANY " 
INFO CONCERNING SYG'S INITIATIVE. 

SYG THEN TURNED IN HIS CONVERSATION WITH RUSSIANS TO PROBLEM OF 

IL-28S. HE INFORMED THEM THAT HE HAD NOT FOUND ANY 

SOLUTION WHICH HE FELT WOULD HELP PARTIES TO GET OVER 

IMPASSE ON THIS QUESTION AND WAS THEREFORE NOT IN POSITION TO , 

MAKE ANY RECOMMENDATIONS IN THIS MATTER. STEVENSON 
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
